| mena as thefe in the ordering of a Patzent , 
feeing they fall out often, where there is e7- 
ther pain,nor inflammtation,nor a Delirium 
fublequent : efpecially in Scorbutique Fe- 
vers , a mot of the Fevers now extant 
are. 

In the firft paflage that he pretendeth 
to cite, viz. that iz acute Difeafés, acold 
breath is deadly, we may {ee him continue 
as juft to Hippocrates, as he hath been

offereth a fair opportunity to examine 
the fubftance of his tedious imperti- 
nencies concerning the Lues, Scorby and 
Worms.

Medicines for the clearer fecurity of 
their Patients. 

Not moved by the Notion of his 
Bodikins to this circum{pection , but by 
the furer light of daily experience in 
their practice , which is not to be regu- 
lated by new, though ingenious, Inven- 
tions (little underitood , as appeareth 
by his tearms of ivdivifzble particles , a 
notion falving no one appearance of na- 
ture and derided by all others that pre- 
tend (as he doth ) to the new Philo- 
fophy and Diffection inftead of abftra- 
Gtion of naturals, and yet exprefied , at 
the fame inftant,when he ridiculoully ac-

What Lhave 
briefly animadverted on thefe five fup- 
pofed principles, is without the leaft 
intention to detract from fome Learned 
and Judicious admitters of them , but 
only

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only to obferve the temerity and credu- 
lity of 2, N. and his unexperienced 
brother-hood, who commonly imagine 
all to be apodictical and infallible that is 
owned by any one Author,whofe fortune 
it is, to be the term of their Studies, and 
their reafons; Neither hath any thing 
more thanthe Pleader’s emptinets (not- 
withitanding his numerous,mifconftrued 
citations) made me approve of the pro- 
verbial Italian Litany , which prayeth 
deliverance from the man, that readeth 
but one Book. 

Before I part with the Pleader,It may 
not be amifs to examine bricfly his que- 
rulous refleCtions on the carriage of Phy- 
ficians, in their debates and controver- 
fies. And, in the firft place, I muft tell 
him that it is but ignorance to call thofe 
expreflions calumnies , which are but 
the effects of, perhaps, fome innocent 
pafiion arifing from diverfity of opinion; 
which hath been too much fhewn by the 
Controverters of new opinions on either 
fide. But by none more than the Inven- 
ters 
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ters themfelves, whom 44. N. judgeth to 
have been fo barbaroufly treated ; for 
thefe are refolved to {tand up for their 
own; and efteem him no better than a 
Wolf ora Tigre, that ftriketh at their 
new-born brat. So that Scaliger’s com- 
plaint is alwayes in feafon, Exerc. 297. 
§.1. Sapientum fententias oppugnare pa- 
ratius eft unicuique, quan fuam tuto alienis 
commetiere judiciis. Weare more prompt 
to oppugn the opinions of the wife, than to 
Comumeit our own foberly to other judgments. 
For if Paracelfus have felt the too fevere 
perftrictions of fome zealots of antiqui- 
ty, he hath not been behind hand with 
themin good language (as 44.N. will 
{oon difcover, at his beginning to view 
his works ) Twill not fay, that he began 
the quarrel, by publifhing his Doétrine 
with no lefs peremptory attempts, than 
prefently to convince, or, if he fail’din 
that, to undervalue, all the judgments of 
the world. His inftances of the hard 
meafure, which Tycho Brahe, Galileus, 
and Cartefins might wrongfully receive, 
are 
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are wholly idle and impertinent, ferving 
only to entice his Reader intoa fancy, 
that he hath perufed their works, becaufe 
he hath heard their names. Were they 
Phyficians who raifed the Storm againit 
him ? or, Can he think it jut to charge 
the guilt and crimes of all Societies in 
the world,on corporations of Phyficians, 
who deal with matters of a difting 
nature, and only in the compafs of their 
own Sphere ? Now, as for Vaz Helmont, 
what hard Quarter was given him > The 
Pleader faith, he was revil’d as ay Enthu- 
fiaft, or a Madman, and becaute he ad- 
| deth, that he hath taken pains to under- 
ftand him. Let him tell ys » Whether 
Van Helmont do not lay a dire claim to 
Revelations , and folemnly own the fe- 
ception of his new Do@trine from pri- 
vate infpiration? I fhould be extravagant 
| to cite any paflages in his Book,to prove 
!| what every one knoweth, that hath feen 
} them, efpecially to one who pretendeth 
| to have fo induftrioutly examined thems 
) although, if he were tryed, I doubt, he 
would 
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would hardly have the favour of a Legit. 
Helmont,| muft needs fay (notwithttand- 
ing his weight of judgment im other 
matters) was fo light and airy m thefe 
fancies, that, if{ miftake him not much, 
he confined all Medical knowledge, to 
the brains of Exthuftaftiques, and was {fo 
bold with the Sacred Text, as to form, 
Altiffimus creavit Medicum, into a fence 
appropriate to thefe fantaftical Tenents. 
[have not read any Author that hath 
ealled him A4ad wansBut it is well known 
what treatment other Phyficians have 
received from his Courtthip.. If he 
were not as ingenuous, as judicious in his 
Characters of Hippocrates, I think, that 
Af, N, himfelf were not more Sceptical in 
his language, though he hath been more 
ridiculous in his afperfions. 

But to come to his Gigavtean argument 
again{t Societies of Phyficians, his in 
{tance inthe condemnation of Sir Theo- 
dore ALayerne, and Quercelans 1 cannot 
fee what he would prove by it, but 
becaufetoo much rigour was once ufed 
by 
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by the faculty of Paris, therefore all 
| fuch Corporations are to be abolithed > 
| a pretty Fanatick inference, which will
